Faithful Hound Wails 
As Master is Blamed

By Jury for Murder 


Lawrence Unperturbed When Warrant Is Read 
CharjjinjBr Him With Slaying Friend, But Is 
Worried Over Fact That Chickens Are 
Liable To Suffer During His Absence From 
Shack.

Wbile tIm:—accused -uupV faithed twangle hound howled—and— 
yelped disconsolately outside the squalid, weatherboard shanty in 
Irishtown where Adams county’s mauling murder was committed 
last week-end, a coroner’s jury quickly arrived at a verdict that the 
hatchet'or some other blunt instrument with which John L. Law- 
icnce, Sr., was struck and fatally injured was presumably wielded by 
“Christy’’ lawrence, former baseball player. 
Sitting on the step in front of the door to the tumble-down 
shuck, tho dog harked a welcome as the coroner’s group sloshed 
up a muddy path to tho place that “Christy” called home, set up a 
plaintive, wailing cry as Dr. E. A. Miller called two witnesses be­ 
fore the jurors and howled mournfully as the little group left its 
master’s quarters. 
Had Idols’ Pictures On Wall 
“Christy’s” place, which residents of Irishtown shunned as 
though the lone occupant was afflicted with some loathsome disease, 
for fear of arousing the quick ire of the 55-year-old trapper and day 
laborer, who might have been a success on the diamond in his 
younger days if he had not fallen into evil ways, was tho epitome of 
all that is wretched, filthy and run down. 


On the walls were a varied assort* 
ment of calendars two and three years 
old and several fast-yellowing news* 
paper pictures of men who probably 
were idols of the man w'ho-might* 
have-been. There was a picture of one 
of the greatest pitchers major leaguo 
baseball has ever known, the man who, 
with Lawrence, had in common the 
name nickname—“Christy” Mathew*- 
son. 
Probably “Christy” Lawrence's 
performance on the diamond mound 
saw in him some of the same talent 
which 
made 
“Christy” 
Mathewson 
great. 
Find Bloodstained Rags 
Two other pictures were those of 
Gene Tunney, world’s heavyweight 
boxing champion, and Jack Dempsey, 
the former title holder, both great 
fighters. 
“Christy” 
Lawrence also 
was known in his community as else­ 
where as a great fighter, not the cal­ 
culating. scientific boxing type of th* 
men who peered from the newspaper 
clippings, but an elemental scrapper 
who fought with anger aroused arui 
fists flying like flails. 
In one comer of the smoke-blacken­ 
ed room was a dilapidated cot, tho 
chaff from the straw mattress littered 
about it, and devoid of pillow, sheets 
or counterpane. A blood-stained blan­ 
ket and some clothing lay in disor­ 
dered array when the coroner, his six 
jurors and the two witnesses entered 
the place. 
Little Furniture 
In another corner was a burlap sack, 
its flaxen color dyed a deep crimson 
from the blood of the man who was 
struck down in the shack last Satur­ 
day night. 
Apparently, the bag had 
been used to swab the bloody linoleum 
after the victim was removed to tho 
hospital. 
There were no chairs in the place, 
“Christy” apparently having used a 
box when he wanted to sit down. 
A 
four-plate stove occupied a consider­ 
able portion of the shack, which, at 
one time, had been the summer kitchen 
for a larger house nearby, only tho 
foundation of which remains intact.
